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The Bass Rock is a large isolated mass of rock of 
basaltic formation in the sea off Canty Bay. It is about 
one mile in circumference, its highest point attaining a 
heisht of 315 feet with precipitous sides descending sheer 
to the water’s edge. In certain seasons this rock is the 
abode of myriads of sea-fowl, its inaccessible ledges and 
nooks being favourite nesting places. 
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
